MAINE WRECKED 


But the Authors the Crime 
Escape the Responsibility. 


Report of the Court of Inquiry is Placed in the Hands of 


the Nation’s Chief Executive, 


SPAIN DENIES THE FINDINGS AND MAKES COUNTER-CLAIW. 


Two Extended Sessions Held by the President and His Cabinet— Members 
- State That the Discussion Was of a Grave Character and That Never 
Has the Situation Seemed So Critical as Now—The Government of the 
Dons Will not Turn Back the Torpedo Ficet and Will Resent Such a 
Suggestion from the Washington Administration—Naval Authorities 
View the Approach of the Flotilla as a Menace to Our Warships— 
Departments Hurrying Forward Their Work of Preparation—The 
Country Virtually on a War Footing. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—The court 


of inquiry appointed to Investigate the | 


cause cf the Maine disaster has re- 
ported that the loss of the battleship 
was due to an outside explosion. The 
State Department, by direction of the 
President, has cabled United States 
Minister Woodford at Madrid to notify 
the Spanish government of this con- 
clusion. 

The President and his Cabinet ad- 
visers held two extended sessions to- 
day, one at 10:30 a.m. and another at 
3:30 p.m., at which the report was 
considered in detail. Members of the 
Cabinet stated after the meeting that 
the discussion was of a grave charac- 
ter, and that never since the wreck- 
ing of the Maine has the situation 
seemed so critical. 

The Spanish government has cabled 
officially to Washington that the Span- 
ish naval commission holds the dis- 
aster to the Maine to be of internal 
origin. The government of Spain, it 
‘ean be stated positively, is not disposed 
to turn back the torpedo fleet now pro- 
ceeding from the Canaries, and would 
be disinclined to consider a sugges- 
tion from this government tending to 
interfere with the disposition by Spain 
of her own naval forces. 

War preparations on an unpreced- 
ented scale are being hurried to com- 
pletion by the War and Navy depart- 
ments, and the country is practically 
on a war footing. 

The foregoing gives the record of 
one of the most eventful days the na- 
tional capital has seen since the close 
of the Civil War. It was a day of 
profoundly important action and of 
the deepest anxiety, coupled with naval 
and military activity, one step following 
another in rapid succession. 

Representative men of the admin- 
istration, public men in all branches 
ef official and Congressional life, no less 
than the public in general, shared in 
the tension to which the situation has 
been wrought. There was no effort 
among the highest officials, nor, in- 
deed, was it possible, from what was 
clearly apparent in the developments 
of the day, to minimize the situation. 

Viewed in detail, the finding of the 
court of inquiry was the most vital 
feature. Lieutenant-Commander Marix, 
judge-advocate of the court of inquiry, 
delivered the report to Secretary Long 
early this morning, and shortly after- 
ward it was carried to the White 
House and placed in the hands of the 
President. At 10:30 o'clock the Cabi- 
net assembled, half an hour earlier 
than usual, and began consideration 
of the momentous document. Even the 
rigid rules of secrecy which prevail at 
Cabinet meetings were made doubly 
strict in this case, and no intimation 
of the results reached by the court were 
known, until 2 o’clock, when an Asso- 
ciated Press bulletin gave the informa- 
tion to the country, as well as to the 
eagerly-waiting officials throughout 


| Washington. 


These results, briefly stated, are that 
the loss of the Maine was due to an 
explosion from the outside, the court 
being unable to fix the responsibility 
for the explosion. The court does not 
express an opinion as to the character 
of the explosive, but the testimony 
goes to show that it was a powerful 
submarine mine, the exact character of 
which is not determined by the testi- 
mony, though the belief was expressed 
that it was what is known as a ficat- 
ing submarine mine. 

There were two explosions, the court 
finds; the first was from the outside, 
and that set off one of the smaller 
magazines. | 

It was this result, expressed In detai! 
and with the precision of a court 
deeply cognizant of, its responsibility, 
together with the evidence upon whith 
it was based, that occupied the atten- 
tion of the Cabinet throughout its ex- 
tended sessions of the morning ané@ aft- 
ernoon, All other subjects gave way to 
this foremost question. There was no 
change in the plan of making the re- 
port public and transmitting it to Con- 
gress early next week, accompanied by 
a brief message from the President. 
DEPARTMENTS HURRYING WORK. 

While interest was thus centered at 


the White House, the Navy and War 


Cushing, Porter, 


departments were hurrying forward 
their work of preparation. The ad 
vance of the Bpanteh torpeds flotitie 
continued to reeeive the closest atten. 
tion of naval offcials, and, white. 
far aa could be aseertained. no def. 
nite line of action was determined 
upon, the need of intercepting thie feet 
was urged by the highest naval! auther- 
ities, 

From the standpoint of the Spanieh 
government this movement waa net « 
menace, having been decided upon 
many weeks ago. On the contrary, the 
Spanish government holds that the ox. 
tensive armament of the Dry Tortugas 
is more direct hostile act against 
Spain than any movement of the fe- 
tila, Inetead of stopping the flotitia, 
the present attitude of Spain tends te. 
Ward reinforcing them with other 
Spanish war vessels, not as a Menace. 
but from what the Spanish govern- 
ment feels is a requirement called for 
by the existing conditien of affaira, 

Hardly less suggestive than. the ap- 
proach of the torpedo flotilia was the 
information received today by the 
highest military authorities that the 
Spanish government had hurried te 
completion extensive fortifications on 
the island of Porto Rico, lying just off 
Cuba, and the only Spanish ponsession 
in this hemisphere other than Cuba. 
The exact character of these new de- 
fenses has been made known here. and 
they are being given welght with the 
military authorities aa showing the 
disposition of Spain. 


‘THE “FLYING SQUADRON” 


The instructions issued by the Navy 
Department during the day covered 
every branch of naval armament. The 
“flying squadron” was definitely es- 
tablished, with Commoiore Schiey itn 
command. He will hoist his commo- 
dore’s flag on the flagship Brooklyn 
next Monday. The squadron is to con- 
sist of exactly five ships, despite con- 
jectures as to possible ships that might 
be added. Those of the squadron wil! 
be the crack armored cruiser Brooklyn, 
the battleships Massachusetts and 
Texas, and the cruisers Columbia and 
Minneapolis. Other. ships which are 
now or may hereafter be at Hampton 
Roads will not be of the flying squad- 
ron, but will belong to the North At- 
lantic station, under Capt. Sampson. 

The flying squadron is to be a small, 
compact fleet of the best ships of the 
navy for quick service at any point 
along the Atlantic. At the same time. 
the North Atlantic station, under Capt. 
Sampson, is to be further augmented. 
The cruiser Cincinnati, which left Port 
Antonio three days ago under sealed 
orders, is to report at Key West and 
become a part of Capt. Sampson's fleet. 
The gunboat Wilmington, also en route 
from Port Antonio, will likewise report 
to Capt. Sampson at Key West, as well 
as the gunboat Vicksburg, now at 
Hampton Roads. 

Late today the Navy Department 
gave out the following list of vessels, 
as showing the exact character of each 
fleet as it stands today: 

“The following vessels compose the 


North Atlantic squadron: The New 
York, Iowa, Indiana. Miantonomah, 
Fern, Puritan, Terror. Mar!lehead, 


Montgomery, Dolphin, Castine, Nash- 
Ville, Helena, Wilmington, Vesuvits: 
torpedo boats Foote, Dupont, Ericeson, 
Winslow; tugs Ley- 
den and Samoset. 

“The fololwing vessels comprise the 
flying squadron: The Brooklyn, Mass- 
achusetts, Texas, Minneapolis and Co- 
lumbia.’’ 

OTHER IMPORTANT AFFAIRS. 

Some of the other more important de- 
velopments of the day may be sum- 
marized as follows: 

Requisitions were made on the Nava! 
Ordnance Bureau for a large number 
of quick-fire 4-pounders and 6- 
pounder guns to be mounted on the 
revenue cutters and the steam yachts 
about to be purchased. The bureau 
determined to use the quick-fire guns 
for these craft which had been origin- 
ally intended for the Atlantic liners 
St. Paul and St. Louis.

CINCINNATI (0O.,) March 25.—All 
over the Ohio Valley the sun shone to- 
day and the sky tonight is clear and 
the weather mild.

“MERRIE” ENGLAND. 


Elements Let Loose Produce Most 
Terrifying Results. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 


LONDON, March 25.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The storm continues through- 
out the United Kingdom. Trains are 
imbedded in heavy snowdrifts, tele- 
graph wires are down in many parts 
of the country, people have been frozen 
to death, while traversing the moors, 
a hurricane has swept all the coast 
and terrific seas have been running.

THAT QUARANTINE LAW. 


New Difficulties Develop—Govern- 
ment is Now Considering Them. 

_ [ASSOCIATED RRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Secretary 
of Agriculture Wilson when seen with 
reference to the withdrawal of the cat- 
tle quarantine to allow the moving of 
starving cattle to Northern California 
and Nevada, said: 

“The department is willing to allow 
this movement of cattle from infected 
districts, provided the authorities al- 
low it. This movement, however, will 
result in preventing the movement of 
cattle from the districts into which the 
cattle are taken to other States. It 
will practically result in quarantining 
all of California and Nevada from 
other States. 

“There has been considerable corre- 


‘spondence by telegraph and letters 


with the State authorities, and Nevada 
has refused to allow the removing of 
cattle to her territory for. this reason. 
A suggestion has been made that spe- 
cial charge be,taken of the cattle 
moved beyond the quaratine limits, and 
the department is now considering that 
proposition.”’ 


BE INSPECTED. 


Cattle-raisers Preparing to Ship 
Stock Into Nevada, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 25.—Owing 
to the short food supply for cattle 
which threatens cattle-raisers in this 
State, Miller & Lux are preparing to 
ship 10,000 head of their stock into Ne- 
vada, where pasturage is reported good, 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson has 
authorized the shipment, with the pro- 
viso that the cattle pass a rigid inspec- 
tion by the Nevada officials, to guard 
against the introduction of any disease 
into the herds of that State. The con- 
sent of the Nevada officials has not yet 
been given, but Miller & Lux have 
wired Gov. Sadler, asking to be allowed 
to ship healthy cattle into his State, 
and a favorable reply is expected. 


CLEVER CONNECTICUT. 


By Mrs. Winchester’s Death the 
State Gets a Million. 
[ASSOCIATED RRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

NEW HAVEN (Ct.,) March 25.—Mrs. 
Jane Winchester, widow of the foun- 
der and proprietor of the Winchester 
Repeating Arms Company, is dead. She 
was 91 years of age. Her estate is esti- 
mated at $40,000,000. Under the new in- 
heritance tax law, about $1,000,000 will 
come to the State by the transfer of 
her property to her heirs.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 25.—At a 
méeting of the State Lunacy Committee 
held in this city today the pay roll pre- 
sented in Sacramento was adopted as 
a whole.

| BEATS ALL THE REST. 


GOLD NUGGET AS BIG AS A PAIL 
FOUND ON EL DORADO. 


Man Paid Five Handred Dollars for 
Claim—After Squatting a Month 
Got Over Twenty Thousand Dol- 
lars for Half—Other Fairy Tales. 


[B¥ DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) March 25.— 
{Exclusive Dispatch.] A gold nugget 
as big as a pall has been found on_El 
Dorado Creek. This is sensational news 
brought from Dawson by C. A. Good- 
win of Los Angeles. Goodwin  ar- 
rived by the steamer Pakashan today, 
the latest boat from Skaguay.. 

He crossed Chilcoot Pass with J. 
F.. Denham of Los Angeles, E. B. 
Lung of Tacoma, and D. A. Lasalle 
of Leadville, Colo. They covered 600 
miles in twenty-nine days, resting four 
days, with four dogs and 700 pounds. 
They are heading for San Francisco. 

The story, carefully worded to pre- 
vent misconception, was told by Good- 
win, Laselle and Lung at different 
times and separately. Their stories, 
which are of a most sensational char- 
acter, tally in all details. C. A. Good- 
win says: | 

“It sounds like a fairy story, and I 
suppose it will be discredited, but I 
give you my word of honor that a 
$9000 gold nugget has been found on 
the El Dorado, together with two 
smaller ones of $450 and $250. The big 
one is mixed with considerable white 
quartz, and for months has_ been 
cached in a safe place. 

“TI would not for love or money give 
away the name of the owner, for boys 
who saw it took their oaths they 
would not tell the ownership or where- 
abouts of this nugget, as an attempt Is 
to be made to escape royalty, and 
robbers by smuggling it out to the 
coast, It was a very irregular mass, 
much honeycombed and discolored, but 
is almost pure gold. 

“a two hundred and forty dollar nug- 
get was found on a hillside adjoining 
the Berry claim at El Dorado, and dirt 
for several feet under it went $10 a pan. 
Close to this place Andy Hensley 
picked up a $450 nugget. 

“In El Dorado Creek the smoke is 
so thick in the gulch that it’s dark In 
daylight, and one can hardly breathe. 
That means the earth is giving up its 
gold ten times faster than last year. 
On Hunker Creek claims are selling as 
high as $50,000 each. Jack Elliott. a 
Californian, bought a claim for $500, 
and after squatting on it a month, sold 
half of it for $22,500 to Bill McPhee and 
Capt, Spencer, also of California. 

“On Bear Creek there is a big boom 
since ‘Dutch Kid’ took $10,000 out of 
a little shelf at the head of the creek. 
The whole waterway has been staken 
and big money is being taken out. 
Rosebud Creek is also panning up rich. 
Recorder Borden visited all the creeks 
now smoking, and offered $15 a day per 
men to work on the outside creeks. He 
got one man.”

R. J. Burdette’s Pathetic Pilgrimage. 


[Chicago Times-Herald:] A_ thin- 
faced, slightly-built man, with his fifty 
years concealed in elastic steps, yet 
showing rather more in the silver gray 
which has tinged his hair and mus- 
tache, left a Wisconsin train at the 
Union Depot yesterday morning, and, 
asking the shortest way to the Engle- 
wood Union Hospital, proceeded 
thither.

After he had 
let more sunshine into that sickroom 
at the Englewood Union Hospital than 
its emaciated patient has known 
through the six weeks of her raging 
fever, Mr. Burdétte took a train for the 
East—to brighten the hours of strang- 
ers with his platform humor. As a re- 
sult of this hasty mission of tender 
solicitude to this city by the lecturer— 
business engagements—this record was 
entered last night upon the nurse’s 
registry at the Englewood Union Hos- 
pital: 

‘Miss Burdette is brighter and shows 
more encouraging symptoms of recov- 
ery today than at any time in her sick- 
ness.”’ 

The patient shared this confidence of 
her nurses. Before Mr. Burdette put 
down the wan hand which he held and 
petted throughout his visit the child 
said to him: “Uncle Bob, it was so good 
of you’to come all this way to see me.

SPAIN’S COLONIAL POWER. 


If She Wars With the United States 
it is Ended. 

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.} 

WASHINGTON, March 17.—If Spain 

goes to war with the United States, it 

will almost certainly mean the end of 

her existence as a colonial power. In 


this respect she has heen growing 


poorer and poorer for over a hundred 
years, until of all her vast colonial em- 
pire, she now has left only Cuba, Porto 
Rico, the Philippines, the Ladrones and 
the Caroline Islands. 

Germany has already quarreled with 
her over the Carolines, Japan once 
claimed the Philippines, and is sstil! 
casting covetous glances toward them, 
while the United States would perforce 
be obliged to annex Cuba and Porto 
Rico, or at least to make them inde- 
pendent. 

We now have at Hongkong, some six 
hundred miles from Manila, a fleet of 
five warships, the Olympia, Boston and 
three gunboats. The Baltimore is un- 
der orders to leave Hawali with ammu- 
nition for these ships immediately on 
the arrival of the Mohican, which has 
sailed for the latter place. Spain has 
only three or four insignificant gun- 
boats to defend the Philippines, and 
the land defenses there are beneath con- 
tempt. 

Besides all this, Spain has a revolu- 
tion on her hands in that quarter of 
the globe. There, as elsewhere, her 
exactions have provoked uprisings and 
rebellion has for years been the normal 
condition of the islands. The first great 
revolution was that of 1868, which was 
put down and the leaders killed. The 
second broke out in 1896, and was due 
to the Cuban insurrection. Gen. Blanco, 
now of ‘Cuba, was then ruler of the 
Philippines, but he failed to suppress 
it, and was succeeded by Polavieja De- 
cember 9, 1896. There were 50,000 sol- 
diers in the insurgent army under the 
leadership of Ensbero, but Polavieja 
defeated them and killed their genera]! 
January 2, 1897. Several other routs 
followed, and the backbone of the rev- 


olution was broken upon a promise to 


institute ~eforms somewhat similar to 
those offered the Cuban insurgents a 
year ago. Gen. Rivera was appointed to 
carry these reforms into effect, the 
chief of which was a promise that jus- 
tice should be given the natives. 

But hardly had the rebels submitted 
estates of the leaders 
were confiscated, and the _ state 
prosecutors were instructed to 
bring proceedings against all per- 
sons using abusive language with 
reference to men in any way connected 
with the administration.

The loss of the Philippines would be 
nearly as great a blow to Spain se 
would be the loss of Cuba. The islands 
have an area nearly three times asgreas 
as that of the “Queen of the Antilles,” 
and their population is 7,500,000 inhabite 
ants, which is more than four times® 
that of Cuba and nearly one-half theag 
of Spain herself. , 

These Spaniards have plucked the fla-« 
tives ever since Magellan discovered 
the islands in 1521. The effort of Spaim 
has always been to extort the last pos 


gible dollar of the islands for its owm 


use, and in the process the greater pare 
of the money remains im the hands 6€£ 
the local officials in Manilla, who are 
cordially hated by the natives. The 
Spanieh have never done anything te 
develop the islands. They have merely 
lived off the people whom they rulg 
and have lived well. 

The taxes are enormous, in some case@ 
amounting to half the gross receipts of 
the business in which the native is efe~ 
gaged. The slightest excuse is all that 
is required to justify the confiscation 
of the property of wealthy citizens, an@ 
this is so notorious that those who Rave 
acquired wealth seek to conceal i from 
the eyes of the authorities, knowing 
that the possession of wealth probably 
means death. 

This gives but a slight idea of the lack 
of justice in the islands. The mere mat- 
ter of money is but a detail. Oute 
rages are committed wihch would make 
the most savage Speniard in Cuba blus® 
for shame. A Spaniard may kill @ nae 
tive wntonly without the slightest ré<- 
dress. Their persons are absolutely a€ 
the mercy of their masters, and @ nae 
tive has no more standing in the courts 
than the American slave had in the 
Southern States before the war. Pune 
ishment is dealt summarily to the na@e 
tives, who ere, however, not allowed 
themselves to bring suit against their 
rulers. It is, in fact, true that so great 
is the degradation of the native popue 
lation that if a Spaniard chooses to 
take a native’s wife or dughter a 
make her his mistress the native m 
submit. If he objects his life is im 
danger. 

The Philippines still pay a goode 
sized tribute to Spain, though nothing 
like what they used to pay. The 
Spaniards have exhausted the riches of 
the islands, and degraded the popula- 
tion so that the native now ao longer 
care to earn more than enough to live 
on, knowing that any surplus will be 
taken from them. 


What Broke the Bicycle Industry. 
{Springfield Republican:] 


are certain natural laws in 
which cannot be diverted perma- 
nently from their course by any 


scheme of combination or extortion, 
however shrewd, without finally visite 
ing upon the schemers the severest 
consequences. The bicycle industry 
is now suffering the penalties of its 
— disregard of these natural 
aws. 

We need not, of course, go farther 
back than the appearance of the 
safety wheel to locate the beginnings 
of the trouble. At that time demand 
was very limited, and a few well-es- 
tablished concerns had possession of 
the fleld. It was then perfectly clear 
that the new form of machine was 
destined greatly to popularize it, and 
that, as demand increased, 
the old method of exacting a large 
percentage of profit on the sale of @ 
comparatively small number of wheelg 
to a select number of young men, 
could be reasonably, and should be 
abandoned. But, instead, the cold and 
expensive plan of selling was adhe 
to and the price kept up to the high- 
est notch which the comparatively 
small number of manufacturers could 
possibly exact. It used to be said that 
they had formed a pool or agreement 
in regard to prices, and the uniform 
extreme of their demands gave stpe 
port to such charges. To all intents 
and™ purposes, it was a_ trust-con- 
trolled situatln where 
arbitrarily fixed, and bore no relation 
to: the costs and reasonable profits 
of manufacture under a rapidly in- 
creasing demand. 

Evidences of enormous profits in the 
industry were not Blow in making 
their appearance under these condi- 
tions, and new capital began to pour 
into the business from all sides. Bi- 
cycle manufacturing concerns sprang 
up east and west in great number, 
and all sorts of wheels of good, bad 
and indifferent quality were thrown 
upon an eager market, and competi- 
tion had at last entered into control 
As is always the case under such cir=- 
cumstances, new capital did not know 


just when to stop to go ih. Nobody 
could tell how much the market 
would stand, simply because it had 


been theretoforé under the dominion, 
not of natural, but of artificial and 
arbitrary influences. 

The result was that two or three 
times as much capital sought investe 


| ment under the attractions so fogle 


ishly created by the old pbicyele pool 
as the industry could stand. The day 
of selling wheels at two and three 
times the cost of manufacture was 
over, and the fierce contest of many 
bodies of capital for standing room in 
a place which could only hold half or 
a third of the number had begun. 
Combination and extortion. had done 
their usual work, end an absolutely 
ruinous competition rushed in where 
a wholesome and regulative competi« 
tion had been excluded. ; 

We shall not undertake to say how 
many insolvencies of bicycle concerns 
have marked the course of the indus- 
try in the past year or two, but the 
number is very large, and is being 
added to every few days. And the new 
and cheap concerns do not make up 
the whole of the list, which includes 
some of the oldest and best esgtab~ 
lished. Meantime bicycle prices go on 
crashing down under the weight of 
the bankrupt stocks hanging over 
the market, agkl the limits of the 
movement have not yet been deter- 
mined. 

There exists in every business which 
has been artificially tied up in a trust 


or combination, a potential competi. - 


tion which will ultimately ruin elf 
attempts at undue exaction, and will 
spread havoc throughout the industry. 
This force was ignored or defied by 
the early bicycle makers, and they 
are now reaping the consequences of 
their folly. The lesson is an impressive 
one for the time.

ARBITRATION IMPRACTICABLE. 

Even at this advanced stage of tho 
Cuban trouble there is more or less 
talk of arbitration as offering a pos- 
sible solutjon of the difficulty. Such 
talk is idle. The Cuban problem pre- 
sents difficulties which in the nature 
of things cannot be settled by arbitra- 
tion. If the destruction of the battle- 
ship Maine were the only question at 
issue, it might perhaps be adjusted by 
an international board. of. arbitration, 
though even this point is debatable. 
But the Maine disaster, serious as it 
is, is only an incident of the contro- 
versy. 
issue. 

This larger question offers ‘no ra- 
tional ground for arbitration. . A quar- 
ter of a million of human beings are 
today slowly starving to death in 
Cuba. They are detained by armed 
force within the fortified towns. where 
no provision is made to feed them. Is 
this a case for arbitration? While the 
arbitrators were deliberating, most of 
these wretched person would die of 
starvation. Would it be proper to 
submit to arbitration the question 2s 
to whether these victims of Spanish 
cruelty should be permitted to starve 
or should be clothed and fed? Would 
there be two sides to such a question? 

And, as regards Cuban independ- 
ence, how could the issue be submitted 
to arbitration? What is there to arbi- 
trate? The insurgents emphatically 
reject any and all propositions which 
do not include their absolute political 
independence. They refuse to discuss 
any plan which stops’ short of the 
Withdrawal of Spain from the island 
altogether. They deciare that they 
prefer death to Spanish rule, and their 
actions accord with this declaration. 
Is there anything to arbitrate in this? 
Could a board of arbitration compel 
Spain to withdraw from Cuba, on the 
one hand, or compel the insurgents to 
lay down their arms, on the other? 
To ask these questions is to answer 
them. 

The issues presented in this contro- 
versy are unique. They cannot be 
reached by any plan of arbitration. 
The problem must be solved by the 
government of the United States. 
Other nation can aid materially in its 
solution. It is an extremely difficult 
problem, which demands the exercise 
of the highest powers of statesmzan- 
satp. But the problem wil] be solved. 
and in the right way. Its ‘solution 
may lead to war with Spain; but the 
énd will justify the means.

The sum named by Gomez as the 
price which Cuba would pay for her 
independence is $200,000400. This is 
a large sum, but it is less than would 
be the cost of a war between the 
United States and Spain. The cost 
of such a war would be disastrous to 
Spain, which is already virtually bank- 
rupt. At the lowest estimate, a war 
with the United States would cost 
Spain $100,000,000, and it might treble 
or quadruple that amount. The ulti- 
mate result would inevitably be the 
loss of Cuba; for Spain would surely 
be vanquished in such a eontest, and 
Cuban independence would as surely 
be a part of the price which she would 
be required to pay fer peace. 

The Madrid government thus 
far stubbornly and indignantly re- 
jected all suggestions iooking to the 
purchase, for a cash corsideration, of 
Cuban independence. It may be that 
Spain will persist in this policy to the 
end. If so, she will not only lose 
Cuba, but will also lose the price 
which Cuba might be willing to pay 
for freedom even at this late day, and 
will, in addition, be forced to borrow 
a large amount to pay the expenses 
of a war which could result only in 
her defeat and humilistion.

'The decision of the Supreme Court, 
holding that the primary-election Jaw 
is unconstitutional, is quite likely to 
have a direct influence upon the person- 
nel of the several party conventions, 
and consequently upon the choice of 
candidates throughout the State. The 
law was designed to bring the voters 
into closer touch with the city, county 
and State conventions, and to make 
the delegates the representatives of 
their constituents as a whole, rather 
than of the bosses and machine-work- 
ers. The purpose of the law was com- 
mendable, but its machinery was cum- 
bersome and expensive. The postal- 
primary plan would have been better. 
Now that the law has been declared 
unconstitutional, the old method of 
holding primaries will again prevail. 
The City and County Central com- 
mittees will fix the time and manner 
of holding the primaries. This prac- 
tice has often given rise in the past 
to gross abuses, and has afforded the 
party bosses an easy means of manipu- 
lating the selection of delegates to the 
conventions. In the case of city pri- 
maries, especially, is this true, for it 
lies in the power of the City Central 
Committee to hold either. ward or pre- 
cinct primaries. If ward primaries 
are chosen, it is a simple proposition 
to carry out the wishes of the machine, 

In the city and county of Los An- 
geles the Supreme Court decision will 
not make much difference to the Re- 
publicans, for the prospects for clean, 
straight nominations in both city and 
county seem good, so far as it is pos- 
sible to judge thus early in the cam- 
paign. But in other parts of the State 
the decision will have a material bear- 
ing, and will be hailed with delight 
by the programmers apd office-seekers. 

The most notable illustration of this 
is to be found in the case of Gov. 
Budd, who has been awaiting with 
anxiety the Supreme Court's conclusion. 
Had the primary-election law been held 
constitutional, it would have been quite 
a serious blow to his Senatorial aspira- 
tions. With the law in force he could 
not readily forecast nor control the 
choice of Democratic candidates for 
the Legislature. 
method of conducting the primaries, 
there is excellent opportunity for Jim 
Budd to shape things to his own ends, 
and his fine Italian hand will doubt- 
less be much in evidence, ere long, in 
Democratic county politics throughout 
the State.

the Afro-Americans 
Last Night. 

A meeting was held last evening in 
the African Methodist Episcopal Church 
for the purpose of passing resolutions 
condemnatory of the lynching of Post- 
master Baker and his family in Mary- 
land recently. 

Cc. C. Flint presided, and in opening 
Stated the purpose of the meeting, after 
Which the Rey. S. W.. Hawkins and 
Rev. Nelson made brief atdresses. 
Mobbings and lynchings were defined 
as relics of barbarism and twin sisters 
to anarchy; a curse to vivilization and 
a reflection upon the Christian morals 
of the nation. In the resolutions 
adopted, after reciting and denouncing 
the unprovoked and cold-blooded as- 
Sassination of Baker and his family as 
the most revolting crime of the cen- 
tury, the coiperation of the whité peo- 
pie of the North and South was so- 
licted in creating a sentiment against 
mob law, and in favor of law and or- 
der. lt was stated that the colored 
people of this country have always 
been loyal to the government as sol- 
diers and citizens, and deserve the 
rights and protection accorded:to other 
citizens: that, believing Senators Till- 
man and McLeran and Congressman 
Nerton know much about the assassina- 
tion, having petitioned for Baker’s re- 
moval before the crime was perpetrated, 
the authorities ‘at Washington are 
called upon to use every endeavor to 
apprehend and punish the guilty ones. 
The final clause of the resolutions 
reads: 

“Resolved, that we, the colored peo-

COMMITTED SUICIDE. 


CASHIER JOHN S. HOPKINS COULD 
NOT FACE EXPOSURE. 


Said to Have Loaned People’s Bank 
+ 


Funds to Guarantors Finance 
Company—The Latter Asks for a 
Receiver—and the Trayedy Fol- 
lows. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT, REPORT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, March 25.—The 
‘sudden death yesterday of John §&. 
Hopkins, cashier of the Peoples’ Bank, 
and the assignment made last night 
by the Guarantors Finance Company, 
were followed today by disclosures 
which showed an important connection 
between the everts. 

The Coroner's investigation this aft- 
ernoon developed the fact hitherto 
concealed: by the family, that Hop- 
kins had committed suicide by. shoot- 
ing, and an examination of the af- 
fairs of the People’s Bank by its of- 
ficers resulted in the revelation that 
Hopkins had during ‘the past two 
years loaned the bank’s funds. tn large 
amounts. to Richard F. Loper, general 
manager of the Guarantors Finance 

mpany. | 
which remain unpaid, 
and aggregate, it is said, over $600,000, 
were made wholly without the knowl- 
edge of the officers and directors of the 
bank. The securities given by Loper 
as collateral for the loans were egg 
according to the statement of one 0 
the bank’s officials, to have very little 
value. In consequence of these revela- 
tions the bank closed its doors today 
indefinitely. | 

The State Insurance Commissioner 
on Wednesday asked the court to ap- 
point a receiver for the Guarantors 
Company, which did an insurance bus- . 
iness, and it is believed that Hopkins | 
on learning that the company could 
not make good its indebtedness to the . 
bank and knowing that exposure would 
follow an investigation of tiie Guaran- 
tors’ affairs, to end trou- 
bles taki his life. 

It i. the general beliet in financial 
circles that the People’s Bank will 
pay dollar for dollar to its creditors. 
President McManes is reputed to be 
worth at least $10,000,000, and he is 
credited with the statement that he 
would see that no creditor of the bank 
lost a cent...The directors are James 
G. Wells, Clay Kemble, Allen B. 
Roorke and John Wiseman. 

The bank was incorporated in 1870 
under the State laws, and for years 
was known as the “Political Bank,” 
because it attended to the financial 
transactiong of nearly every city or 
State politician of note. 

United States Senator Quay has had 
extensive dealings with the bank, 
but a telegrani received today from 
Mr. Quay stated that he was not af- 
fected in any way by tre failure 

The bank has a capital stock of $150,- 
000, and is an official depository for 
the pity and State. The actual deposit 
of the State’s fund is $505,000, and of 
the Sitate sinking fund there is on de- 
‘posit ‘about $250,000. City Treasurer 
Michael says there is $25,000 of city 
money .on deposit. 


HARD ON PA. 


State Funds. Tied Up in the People’s 
Bank Pending Examination, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


PHILADELPHIA,. March 25.—The 
suicide yesterday of Cashier Hopkins of 
the People’s Bank, the official state- 
ment that the bank would remain 
closed pending an examination of its 
affairs, and the assignment made by 
the Guaranteers Finance Company, has 
caused considerable agitation in finan- 
cial circles, 

The Guaranteers Company and the 
People’s Bank had close businéss rela- 
tions. It is learned that the bank fs a 
creditor of the Finance Company for 
over $600,000, and that the securities ~ 
given are practically worthless. The 
loan was obtained from Cashier Hop- | 
kins, by Richard Loper, general m@gna- 
ger of the Finance Company. A gen- 
tleman closely connected with the insti. 
tution stated that the liabilities of the 
bank are about $1,500,000. He expressed 
the belief that the bank is solvent, 

The bank was incorporated under the 
State laws in 1870 and was rechartered 
in 1890. It has carried heavy deposits 
of State funds, the State’s deposit at 
present being $505,000. It was reported 
on the street today that Hopkins, the 
dead cashier, was the fiduciary agent 


of United States Senator Quay, and at- 
tended to all his money affairs, both in 
political and personal matters. It is 


also said that Mr. Hopkins handled the 
money of the Republican State Conven- 
tion. 

This is the second time within a few 
months that the State funds have been 
tied up by the failure of the bank in 
which its funds were deposited, the 
first failure being that of the Chestnut- 
street National Bank, where $215,000 
was on deposit. 

Deputy Attorney-General Reeder and 
Bank Commissioner Gilkeson were 
summoned to Philadelphia for the pur- 
pose of protecting the State’s interests,

J OHN STON ON DECK. 


CONSTABLE AND GUN CREATE A 
LITTLE EXCITEMENT. 


Residents of the Sixth Ward Now 
Know That They Have a 


Doughty Peace Officer Among 
Them—Cox te the Rescue. 


Constable Harry Johnston recently 
emigrated from the Second to the Sixth 
Ward, and he had scarcely got settled 
in his new home before he gave the na- 
tives a demonstration of gun practice 
that made them think war had broken 
out in earnest. 

Johnston’s new abode is near Sixth 
street and Ceres avenue. About dusk 
Thursday evening he saw a man shov- 
ing a small box under a neighboring 
house. The man went about it very 
cautiously as if trying to avoid detec- 
tion. The officer’s suspicions were nat- 
urally aroused by the mysterious move- 
ments of the stranger. Thoughts of 
dynamite, hidden plunder and whatnot 
passed through Johnston’s brain, and 
he proceeded to investigate. 

Approaching the man in a bold man- 
ner he demanded in a sharp tone what 
he was doing there. The only reply he 
got was “None of your business.”” John- 
ston made a motion as though to draw 
his gun, so the story goes, whereat the 
man took fright and started to run 
as fast as his legs gould carry him. 
Johnston is a little weak in the legs 
since a recent illness,.and soon found 
the pace too hot for him. Accordingly 
he drew his revolver and began perfor- 
ating the air with bullets. The oftener 
he pulled the trigger the faster the man 
ran, and he did not stop till Officer Cox 
headed him off several blocks distant. 

The fleeing man was only too glad 
to meet a policeman, whom he told 
that he was being chased by a high- 
wayman. Here was an opportunity for 
the veteran Officer Cox to win glory and 
a place on the proposed police roll of 
honor by capturing single-handed a 
desperate highway robber. With billy 
in one hand and gun in the other, Cox 
started in the direction of the shoot- 
ing, determined to do or die. Judge 
his surprise to meet Constable J. Harry 
Johnston with smoking revolver in 
hand and puffing like a steam engine. 

Explanations followed and the man 
whom Johnston mistook for a burglar 
or dynamiter proved to be an inno- 
cent house-painter, who had merely 
left a box of paint under a house on 
which he expected to begin work next 
day. He put the paint away carefully 
so no one would steal it. Not knowing 
that Johnston was making inquiries as 
an officer, he thought he must be a 
robber, and took to his heels. 

Te whole neighborhood was aroused 
by the shooting and turned out to see 
what the trouble was. Constable 
Johnston’s residence in the Sixth Ward 
is now pretty well advertised. 


ALIBI ESTABLISHED. 


Evidence That Rox Rogers Could not 
Have Robbed Hardy. 

The defense proved about as complete 
an alibi yesterday for Joseph Rogers, 
who is on trial in Department One for 
robbing Farmer Hardy at Downey, as 
any man could hope to have. Several 
witnesses testified they saw him at 
Fullerton, fifteen miles from Downey, 
on the day that the robbery occurred 
and at about the same hour. One wit- 
ness, who keeps a store at Fullerton, 
was certain that Rogers purchased a 
bill of groceries at his place about the 
same time of day that Hardy was 
robbed. He was able to fix the date 
positively by the entry of the sale in his 
books. 

During the afternoon Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Williams, who is con- 
ducting the prosecution, stated to the 
court that he had just discovered some 
new and important evidence. Although 
he had previously ciosed his case, he 
asked to be allowed to put Deputy 
Sheriff F. E. Davis, now bailiff in De- 
partment Four, on the stand. The wit- 
ness was allowed to testify. 

Davis stated that he was acting as 
turnkey at the County Jail when Rog- 
ers was arrested. He knew Rogers be- 
fore his arrest, and one day when mak- 
ing the rounds of the jail addressed him 
familiarly as he passed his cell, saying: 
“Joe, what made you knock old man 
Hardy down and rob him?” 

was hard Rogers is said to 
have answered; “I suppose they will 
send me over the road for it.” 

“Well, did you do it?” Davis then 
asked. 

The witness said that Rogers nodded 
his head in the affirmative. On cross- 
examination Davis admitted that he 
was only guying Rogers when he asked 
him the questions. When Rogers said 
that he supposed they would send hirn 
over the road and nodded his head in 
answer to the auestion whether he had 
robbed Hardy, Davis believed that he 
was in earnest. 

The defendant then went upon the 
stand himself to rebut this testimony. 
He admitted that he had had the first 
part of the conversation related by 
Davis, but denied that he had admitted 
committing the robbery. He said that 
a great many of his acquaintances had 
been joshing him about robbing Hardy, 
so that he had got in the habit of say- 
ing when anyone spoke to him about 
it that he had “robbed the old man 
because he was hard up.” 

The evidence was closed shortly be- 
fore the regular hour of adjournment 
of court and the argument was not 
concluded. The case will go to the jury 
this morning.

SUNKEN SHIP. 


QUESTION MAY BE SUBMITTED To 


ARBITRATION. 
Arguments of an Arbitration Advo- 
eate—General Opinion That the 


Vaited States Would not Be 
Fairly Treated. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—Before 
this letter reaches Los Angeles the en- 
tire situation may be changed, but 
today it certainly looks as though the 
question of the Maine would be sub- 
mitted to international arbitration. 
We have arrived at a place where, 
unless the report of the board of in- 
quiry contains unexpected features, we 
must consent to arbitration or stultify 
ourselves. 

In this connection, a gentleman who 
occupies a position that lends official 
be to his remarks, said today: 

“The country seems determined to 
prevent the President from submitting 
the Maine question to arbitration, but 
it is hard to see on what grounds of 
justice or right it bases such refusal. 

“For years the United States has 
been insisting on the adoption of the 
principle of arbitration, and now, the 
first time its feelings and passions are 
concerned, it cannot refuse to submit 
to its own panacea on the untenable 
ground that the Maine disaster is a 
question involving the national honor. 

“This last contention can only arise 
from a eonfusion of ideas. If the 
Maine was blown up with Spanish 
connivance, it would become a case 
where the national honor was involved. 
But whether it was so blown up is a 
mere question of fact, and is just the 
sort of thing that we have always in- 
sisted should be arbitrated. 


‘es “What right have we to insist that 


our board or court of inquiry pos- 
sesses all wisdom and cannot make a 
mistake? The Spanish court also con- 
sists of experts, and its conclusions 
are entitled to weight, and if, as seems 
probable, its verdict differs from ours, 
what possible justice is there in saying 
that because we are a strong nation 
and Spain is a weak one, therefore, 
our court is right and theirs is wrong? 
This is just what it amounts to. 
“Does not common justice demand 
that we submit this disputed fact, to 
an international court of foreign ex- 


perts to determine and how the 


Maine was destroyed? We have con- 
fidence in the justice of our cause, why 
should we decline to submit it to im- 
partial judges? Is it’not because we 
cannot prove what we think is true, 
and is it right that we should insist 
on payment for what we cannot 
prove?” 

This gentleman’s argument is given 
pretty fully, because it shows the 
stand that will unquestionably he taken 
by a large section of our public men, 
especially those in tht @xecutive de- 
partments, whose seats in Congress do 
not depend on reélection this fall, and 
who consequently have not had oc- 
casion to watch the popular feeling in 
their districts. 

The answer, of course, is that it is 
impossible to get an impartial court 
abroad, and that it may easily prove 
impossible to prove matters of which 
we are morally certain. It might be 
further said that it would take two or 
three months to secure-a court of neu- 
tral experts. Spain would be sure to 
contrive all possible delay. If such a 
court were ever assembled at Havana 
the Maine would be buried deep in the 
mud. The witnesses would be scat- 
tered. It would be impossible for a 
new court to learn as much as the 
United States naval court has learned 
in the last three weeks. But if a neu- 
tral court were agreed to, and many 
months spent waiting for its verdict, 
then Spain would be ready with a new 
proposal, such as .arbitration of. the 
amount of indemnity she ought to pay. 

Nevertheless, if Spain should ad- 
Vance such an argument, as it is prety 
certain ‘she will, it will be somewhat 
difficult to answer in a way that will 
seem at all just to her citizens. Prob- 
ably the best assertion that we can 
make is to say, in diplomatic language, 
of course, that her experts are ignora- 
muses and have made no real investiga- 
tion of the situation, but that is not 

-an answer that will appeal to Europe 

t large. While we have a certain con- 
empt for the nations that we gener- 
ally class together as ‘“Dagoes,” it 
must beremembered that they do not so 
look down upon themselves. They un- 
questionably claim that their naval 
officers are quite the equals of ours. 

When the report arrives we can 


either declare the incident to be proven 


an act of war and commence reprisals 
at once, or we can negotiate. If we 


- once open negotiations there seems no 


middle ground on which we can stop 
short of arbitration. 

Ags to the probable verdict of the in- 
ternational court, the genera] opinion 
here is that we should get the worst of 
it. Ex-Minister Phelps, among others, 
has already declared that Spain is not 
responsible for the act of a fanatic, 
even if he was a Spanish officer, and 
it would be difficult to prove any 
greater responsibility than this, if even 
so much. On the other hand, it Is con- 
tended that an international court 
would have power to ascertain whether 
or no there were mines in Havana Har- 
bor, and if it be found that there were, 
the presumption would be that it was 
an explosion of one of these that de- 
stroyed the ship. In that case, it is 
said, the verdict would be in our fa- 
vor. If there are no mines there, how- 
ever, and if the Maine was destroyed 
by a torpedo drawn under her, the 
Spanish government seems not to be 
legally responsible, according to the 
tenets of international law. 

It is also pointed out in administra- 
tion circles that arbitration would take 
up the whole of the rainy season in 
Cuba, and would at any rate put off 
war until fall, thus saving our soldiers 
from the yellow fever there. 

So far as known, President McKinley 
has expressed no opinion on ‘this point, 
and, of course, will naturally express 
none until the report is at hand. 

Certain New York journals have re- 
cently been harping on the attitude of 
the various European powers in the 
event of a war between this country 
and Spain, and have alleged that there 
was more or less danger of interfer- 
ence by one or more of them. Aus-. 
tria, connected with Spain by ties of 
blood, and Germany, with whom we 
have quarreled more or fess on the 
subject of the tariff, are generally 
named as the ones most likely to prove 
hostile to us. 

In point of fact, the State Depnart- 
ment feels no fear at all of any inter- 
ference. Neither Germany nor Austria 
has any colonies in America nor any 
commercial interests that could be af- 
fected by war. They have no more real 
title to interfere than the United States 
would have to meddle in a war between 
Russia and Turkey. 

Nor is it to their interests to inter- 
fere. For Austria to meddle would cost 
her a trade of some $10,000,000 a year, 
while Germany would have to sacrifice 
one‘of about $180,000,000, and this to 
conciliate a power with whom Austria's 
trade is too small to get a place in the 
books on the world’s commerce, and 
with whom Germany’s commerce is 
only about $6,000,000, less than one- 
thirtieth what she has with the United 
States. 

But, say the State Department peo- 
ple, there is another condition, still 
more important, which can be relied 
upon to absolutely prevent any med- 
dling. This is the unquestionable fact 
that such, action would bring the 
United States into the world’s diplom- 
acy, a ,thing that all Europe, except 
Great Britain, is strongly interested 
in preventing. 

If European nations should interfere 
in this country, it would certainly lead 
to our interference in China. In the 
past this country has been content to 
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keep its hands off and to trust to the 
good faith and fair dealing of the 
powers for the maintenance of its 
rights there. How would Europe, on 
the verge of a quarrel with England 
over the eastern situation, like to have 
the United States intervene in that 
quarrel? Such would be the almost in- 
evitable consequence of coming to the 
aid of Spain. An alliance between 
England, Japan and the United States, 
all interested in preserving the status 
quo in China, would not be pleasant for 
the Eyropean nations to face. Hereto- 
fore we have avoided entangling alli- 
ances, but if we are forced to it we can 
give Europe points on the alliance busi- 
ness. 

As a matter of fact, however, Aus- 
tria has’ no navy worth considering, 
while Germany’s is scarcely equal to 
our own. This is a serious fact for 
them to face in a fight so far from all 
bases of supplies. Neither of them is 
really a maritime nation, and both 
would find it difficult and costly to 
prepare for a naval war. 

If Austria did not fight when Marie 
Antionette was guillotined, will she 
fight to save Marie Christiana’s throne? 
And is Germany likely to come to the 
aid of a power with whom she was at 
dagger’s points only a few years ago?

Fatal in American History. 
{San Francisco Argonaut:] There 
are not wanting ‘instances in Amer- 
can history where letters have wrought 
the undoing of men before now. One 
of the most notable is the episode of 
the Hutchinson letters. When Ben- 
jamin Franklin, before the revolution, 
was the agent of the colonies in Great 
Britain, certain letters were written 
by Thomas Hutchinson, Governor of 
.the province of Massachusetts Bay, to 
a trusted friend in England. These 
letters encouraged the British govern- 
ment to treat the colonies with a 
strong hand, although Hutchinson was 
Massachusetts born. The letters came 
into the hands of Franklin. After the 
lapse of ovér a hundred years, it is 
not yet known who placed them in 
his hands. He sent the letters back to 
trusted friends in Massachusetts, en- 
joining the strictest preservation of his 
confidence, the letters to be read to 
certain members of the provincial as- 
sembly. ‘These letters so weakened the 
political position of Gov. Hutchinson, 
‘who was a strong royalist, that the 
temptation was irresistible for the 
members of the assembly to publish 
them, which they did. As a result, 
the recall of Hutchinson was demanded 
by the indignant colonists, and the 
British government acceded. He sailed 
from Boston Harbor, never to return 
to his native land. For, when the rev- 
olution broke out, he was declared to 
be a Tory, and his lands and goods 
were confiscated. | 
The publishing of the letters created 
almost as much stir on the other side 
of the ocean. The man to whom the 
letters were sent, one William Whate- 
ley, by this time was dead. A quarrel 
broke out between his surviving 
brother, Thomas Whateley, and Wil- 
liam Temple, one of his executors, con- 
cerning the letters. It resulted in a 
duel, in which Whateley was seriously 
wounded. The encounter took place 
before Franklin—who was temporarily 
absent from London—could avert it. 
Franklin then published the facts in 
the case, without divulging the name 
of the person from whom he obtained 
the letters, but exculpating both of 
the two gentlemen who had fought 
the duel. Franklin was then sub- 
poenaed, attacked in the most bitter 
manner, and practically disgraced be- 
fore the House of Lords. For a time 
Newgate prison stared him in the 
face. He was unable to make explana- 
tions, and, finding that his usefulness 
in,England was ended, he returned to 
the colonies, not again to-.occupy an 
official position in England. His long 
and successful career in France then 
began. It was his treatment at this 
time that aroused the hostilty toward 
England which he cherished to his 
dying day. Up to this affair, he had 
endeavored to bring about reconcilia- 
tion rather than independence. What 
a chain of events sprung from the 
publishing of these letters! The dis- 
grace of Gov. Hutchinson; the duel 
between Whateley and Temple; the 
century-old yet still undivuilged secret 
as to the purloiner of the letters; the 
attack upon Franklin’s honor before 
the House of Lords; the arousing of 
his bitter hatred for England; his in- 
valuable services in France in the 
cause of our dawning liberty. | 
Ti is needless to mention many other 
notable episodes in American political 
history wherein letters have figured. 
The famous Mulligan letters which did 
so much to blast the political career 
of James %. Blaine; the letters con- 


seized. with that form of dementia 
which compels men to babble regard- 
less of the cost. But thus to babble 
was almost as unwise as if he had 
thrown himself upon the yellow bosom 
of Mr. Hearst’s Journal, or shouted. 
his opinion of McKinley from _ the 
housetops.

I put 
the old in refuges, instead of leaving 
them to perish by starvation. I sit by 
the hour listening to a man, to whom 
I pay a salary, advising me to forgive 
my enemies, to cultivate charity, to 
return good for evil, to visit. the 
widows and the fatherless in their af- 
fliction. 

Why, then, do I occasionally rush out 
and, with loud yells, make as many 
widows and fatherless as I can, and 
urge any blackguard I meet to tell me 
stories that will make me more blood- 
thirsty and unforgiving? We do not 
know.

A complaint was issued yesterday for 
the arrest of the sportive clubman 
who played highwayman a few nights 
ago with an electric car at Westlake 
Park, when he shot a few holes in the 
car just to attract the attention of 
the conductor. He has not been at his 
downtown office for two or three days, 
and the officer with the warrant has 
mot yet been able to take him into 
e@ustody. 

It having been discovered that. the 
proposed issue of $10,000 in bonds for 
city bridge-building purposes was not 
sufficient to pay for the number of 
bridges needed, the amount of the 
bonds has been increased to $20,000. 
The plans of the new bridges and the 
ordinance of intention for the special 
bond election will be presented in the 
City Council Monday. The fire de- 

ment bonds and bridge bonds to 
voted on at that election are to be 
given separate places on the ballots, 

The Board of Public Works yester- 
day recommended to the City Council 
the adoption of an ordinance forbid- 
ding kite-flying and ball-playing on 
the public streets. 

At the request of a number of busi- 
mess men, the recently-adopted sign 
ordinance is to be so amended as to 
permit the maintenance of such signs 
as are permanently attached to build.

DOUBLED THE AMOUNT. 


PROPOSED ISSUE OF BONDS TO 
BUILD BRIDGES WILL BE 820,000. 

Plans and Specifications Almost 
Completed—Kite Flying and Ball 
Playing on Streets to Be For- 
bidden—Sign Ordinance Amend- 
ments. 


City Engineer Dockweiler has almost 
completed the plans and specifications 
for the new bridges, and these will 
form the basis for the proposed issue 
of bonds, to secure money with which 
to construct four and possibly five new 
bridges. The adoption of these plans is 
necessary before the ordinance of in- 
tention for calling the bond election can 
be adopted. 

The Bridge Committee of the City 
Council held a conference with the 
City Engineer yesterday, and exam- 
ined the plans” closely. The four 
bridges contemplated at present will 
be located—one crossing the river at 
the end ol Walnut street, East Los 
Angeles, making Griffith Park more 
easy of access; one over the Arroyo 
Seco, near the Terminal Railway 
bridge; one at Sixth street and Hol- 
lenbeck Park, which will be more prop- 
erly a viaduct, as it will cross only a 
small arroyo, and the fourth at the 
Ninth-street crossing of the river. The 
latter will be a new bridge, to replace 
the one now in use, which is so old that 
it is considered almost dangerous. 

When the matter was mentioned at 
the last meeting of the City Council, it 
Was stated that the amount of the pro- 
posed bond issue would be _ $10,000. 
Since then, however, it has been dis- 
covered that that amount would not 
be sufficient to pay for the work, and 
it has been decided to place the pro- 
posal to issue $20,000 in bridge bonds 
before the people. The plans and spe- 
cifications will be presented at the 
next meeting of the Council, and if 
adopted, the ordinance of intention for 
the election will also be passed. At 
the same time the ordinance of inten- 
tion to again submit the proposed is- 
sue of $150,000 in fire department 
bonds to the people at a special elec- 
tion will be adopted. 

The two propositions will be kept 
wholly separate and distinrt, their 
only connection being that they will 
be voted upon at the same special elec- 
tion. The ballots at that election will 
be so prepared that an eletor may 
support one of the measures and vote 
against the other if he so desires. The 
date of the election has not heen de- 
cided upon, but it will be about sev- 
enty days hence. 


NO MORE KITE FLYING. 


Ball Playing also to Be Prohibited. 
Sign Ordinance to Be Amended. 


The fiying of kites and playing of 
ball by the small boys in the city will 
s00n be an illegal pastime, provided the 
City Council approves of the action 
taken by the Board of Public Works 
yesterday. It was then recommended 
that an ordinace forbidding these boy- 
fish pleasures be adopted. The petition 
on which the board acted was filed 
eeveral months ago. It was headed by 
the signature of J. A. Wilson, and de- 
manded of the Council the adoption of 
ordinance making kite-flying and 
ball-playing on the streets punishable 
by a heavy fine. At the time the peti- 
tion was presented it was simply filed 
@way and it was thought the matter 
would not be considered at all. 

At the last meeting of the Council 
Councilman Grider, at the request of 
some of those who had signed the peti- 
tion, resurrected the document and had 
it referred to the’ Board of Public 
Works. Several of the petitioners ap- 

before the board and pointed 
owt the alleged dangers of kite-flying, 
ete., and urged the immediate adoption 
of an ordinance to stop them. After 
eonsiderable argument the board de- 
_@ided to recommend that the petition 
be referred to the City Attorney, with 
instructions to prepare an ordinance 


% accordance with the requests of the 
petitioners. 

A nuniber of business men appeared 
before the board to urge favorable 
action upon the petition of B. Gordon 
and othera, for an amendment of the 
sign ordinance. It waa admitted by 
the petitioners that the ordinance is 
an excellent measure so long as it is 
enforced with reason. They asserted, 
however, that the police are enforcing 
the ordinance with more zeal than 
fense. Not only have nearly all the 
signs over the sidewalks been removed 
but now the police insist that signs 
permanently nailed to lulldings, espe- 
cially those on the sides of second- 
story bay windows, be removed. One 
of the petitioners stated that he had 
been informed by a policeman that he 
must remove the sign painted on the 
glass at the sides of a bay window 
which extends over the sidewalk about 
two feet. 

The members of the board, and sev- 
eral of the Councilmen who were pres- 
ent, declared that it was never the in- 
tention of the Council to adopt an 
ordinance in which such stringent en- 
foreement waa contemplated. The 
board will recommend on Monday that 
the matter be referred to the City At- 
torney for him to prepare an amend- 
ment in conformity with the petition. 

The bid of L. Brodie for the improve- 
ment' of Grand View street, between 
Eighth and Ninth streets was accepted, 
and the necessary resolution of award 
will be presented before the Council on 
Monday. Similar action was taken 
with reference to the bid of R. H. Mc- 
Cray for the improvement of First 
street between Olive street and Grand 
avenue 

The petition of Edward 8S. Shattuck 
for permission to lay and maintain 
® spur-track on Alameda street near 
George street, was granted, and the 
City Attorney will be instructed to 
prepare the necessary ordinance. 

The City Engineer was ordered to 
make an estimate of the cost of im- 
proving Jefferson street, between Me- 
Clintock and Vermont avenues, and 
if the cost is sufficient for the work 
to be done under the Bond Act, he is 
to prepare an ordinance of intention 
therefor. 

The petition of Poindexter & Wads- 
worth for cement walks along Twenty- 
fourth street, between Toberman street 
and Union avenue, was referred to the 
City Engineer for tnvestigation. The 
City Engineer was also instructed to 
define the lines of the alley in the 
block bounded by Ninth, Tenth, Hill 
and Olive streets. 


Free Street Signs, 

H. L. Hugunin has filed a petition 
to the City Council in the City Clerk's 
office, asking permission to erect on 
some of the principal streets of the 
city a number of sam street signs. 
His signs ‘are of meta@i, and are de- 
signed to go either on buildings or on 
posts at street intersections. The let- 
tering is in white on a.black back- 
ground, and he claims for the signs 
that they wiil last for fifty years. His 
purpose in erecting them is to secure 
their adoption by the city. Failing 
in that he hopes to sell some of them 
to the owners of corner buildings. He 
agrees that if the permission is granted 
and the signs are found to be objec- 
tionable to the city officers he will re- 
move them on demand. 


To Extend Its Conduits. 

The Sunset Telephone and Telegraph 
Company has petitioned the City 
Council for permission to construct an 
addition to their conduit system of 
underground wires. The company de- 
sires to lay an additional conduit diag- 
onally across Second street, from the 
telephone building to the Seymour 
Block. 


Must Pass it Again. 

‘Before the contract for laying a ce- 
ment sidewalk on Thirtieth street, 
from Orchard avenue to Vermont ave- 
nue, can be let,*it will be necessary 
for the City Council to again adopt 
the final ordinance ordering the work. 
Such an ordinance was adopted by 
the Council on March 11, but the City 
Clerk has discovered that the Council 
did not then have jurisdiction for such 
action, as the time for protest did not 
expire until March 22. The matter will 
again be presented Monday. 


Numerous Oil Petitions. 

Sixteen applications for permission 
to maintain pumping cables across the 
public streets were filed in the City 
Clerk's office yesterday, by owners of 
oil wells. During the past week sim- 
ilar petitions have been filed at the 
rate of four or six per day They will 
he referred by the Council to Oil In- 
spector Monlux, upon whose report de- 
pends the fate of the several petitions. 
All such applications must be filed on 
or before April 30. 


Filed in the Clerk’s Office, 

Property-owners residing on St. 
Louis street have filed a petition to 
the City Council asking that an eight- 
inch sewer be constructed on that 
thoroughfare, to connect with the main 
sewer on Tenth street. 

W. H. Holabird wants. the City 
Council to grant him permission to 
lay a gas main from the large main 
on Westlake avenue to his residence on 
Ocean View avenue. The distance is 
240 feet. The gas company refuses to 
construct the main for a single cus- 
tomer, and“Mr. Holabird is willing to 
lay the pipe at his own expense, if the 
Council will grant him permission. 

F. L. Alles filed a petition in the 
clerk's office yesterday, asking the 
Ccunei! to order the construction of a 
cement sidewalk and curb along the 
‘east side of Hope street, between 
Fourth and Fifth streets.

THEORY OF MYSTERIOUS FLOW 
NEGATIVED BY MEASUREMENTS. 


The Rebuttal Testimony in the City’s 

Water Suit Occupying More Time 

“Than Anticipated—Engineer F. 
T. Schuyler on the Stand. . 


The rebuttal testimony being put in 
on behalf of the city, in the suit 
against the Crystal Springs Company 
et aj., is taking up more time than 
was anticipated. The case now has 
filtered down to certain specific facts 
which are being attack on the one 
hand and contended for on the other. 

The plaintiff claims that there is no 
such serious dip at weir No. 8, as con- 
tended for by the defense, and meas- 
urements have been put in on rebuttal 
to refute the allegation, as well as 
defendants’ measurements upon which 
it was based. Then, too, it is claimed 
that the mode of handling the water 
meter by the defendant's engineers in 
making their measurements was not 
calculated to obtain the best results, 
and, indeed, was provocation of error. 
Evidence is being introduced bearing 
upon one or two other points, but 
they are, comparatively speaking, of 
minor importance. 

Engineer J. D. Schuyler was first 
called to the witness stand when court 
convened yesterday, and being asked 
regarding the bubbling in the stream 
that had been referred to by the de- 
fendant’s engineers, said it was, to his 
mind, an indication that air was es- 
caping intermingled with the water, 
and followed'the same channels as 
the water. In such case, while the 
air might not be continuously apparent 
in bubbles, that would not imply any 
intermision in the flow of the river. 

Asked with regard to the contours, 
which the defense had alleged indicated 
that the river was being supplied from 
the saturated plane when it crossed 
the river, the witness corroborated the 
statement of Engineer Eaton, made on 
Thursday, that when the contours ran 
parallel to the river, it was an indi- 


eation that the stream was peing sup- 


plied from the saturated plane, rather 
than where the contours ran across, 
save in certain defined exceptions. 
With regard to the disappearing and 
reappearing of the San Gabriel River, 
also testified to by defendant’s cengi- 
neers, Mr. Schuyler stated that the 
positon of the saturated plane moves. 
with the surface flow in the’ stream. 
When the saturated plane drops, the 
river drops. 

The comparative measurements of the 
wells taken by defendant’s engineers in 
the San Fernando basis, witness stated, 
could not be depended upon as a 
basis for any calculation. This for 
the reason that it had been acknowl- 
edged that from them was obtained 
water for domestic and irrigation pur- 
poses in the vicinity. The water being 
thus disturbed a true elevation could 
not be obtained unless the wells were 
left undisturbed for such a time as 
to allow the water to rise without any 
outside draught being made upon 
them. 

The witness testified to having joined 
in making a series of measurements 
at and adjacent to old weir No. 8. 
This data was collected’ on March 15, 
19, 20 and 21, after the defense had 
put in the testimony regarding the 
mysterious disapeparance of 650 inches 
of water at the weir. 

Mr. Chapman at this point again 
made urgent objection to this testi- 
mony being admitted, contending that 
it was not properly rebuttal testi- 
mony. He reiterated his previous state- 
ment that the plaintiff had denied 
that there was no decrease in the 
river save over the infiltration pipes, 
and the defense had negatived that 
claim by showing that there existed 
other points of decrease, notably at 
weir No. & The plaintiff's allegation 
had been rebutted, and if they were 
to be permitted to leave the issue 
raised in their pleadings and contra- 


dict the defense, it would not 
be rebuttal, but merly cumulative 
evidence along the line of. plain- 


tiff’'s main case; they again seeking 
to affirm in another way than they 
had already that there was no de- 
crease in the river save at the one 
point that they had alleged. 

The contention of Mr. Chapman did 
not appeal to the court, Judge York 
holding that the plaintiffs had the 
right to show, if they could, that the 
measurement taken and which indi- 
cated a decrease in flow at weir No. 8 
were inaccurate. 

Mr. then read off the meas- 
urements taken at the several measur- 
ing points adopted by the defense in 
taking their measurements. From these 
it was shown that there was an increase 
rather than a decrease at the various 
points where the defendants had taken 
measurements, at and in the vicinity 
along the river of weir No. 8, with one 
exception. In this exceptional instance 
a very slight decline in the surface 
flow was noted, and that Mr. Schuyler 
accounted for \by the measuring box 
having a natural (sand) bottom, and 
it being impossible to obtain a _ per- 
fectly reliable measurement. In_ this 
connection Mr. Schuyler stated that 
the measuring boxes in several in- 
stances had sand bottoms, and conse- 
quently their measurements were not 
regarded as particularly reliable. At 
box C, put in by the water company, 
the sand bottom was irregular, with 
the water about two feet deep. The 
current strikes one side, which gives 
an abnormal velocity. and as a conse- 
quence returns an unreliable measure- 
ment. The variations from the true 
measurement would be about 10 to 15 
per cent., including those in both area 
and velocity. All such discrepancies of 
measurement are obviated with wooden 
bottomed boxes the water being allowed 
@ clear and unobstructed flow. 

With regard to the method of meter 
measurements, witness stated that the 
mode followed by the defense of lift- 
ing the instrument up and own, with 
the peculiar make of meter used, oc- 
casioned a velocity in the meter alto- 
gether independent of the water, and 
that same velocity would be added to 
the registration of the velocity of the 
stream. Mr. Schuyler also stated that 
the accurate use of the meter depended 
largely upon personality of the 
man using it. The operator can very 
easily either increase or decrease the 
registered velocity, and witness found 
that the results could thus be changed 
to an extent of 20 per cent. 

Being next questioned regarding the 
unequal elevation of water in the stand 
pipes sunk alongside the east infiltra- 
tion pipes by the defense, witness said 
that, @ssuming the elevation measure- 
ments to be correct, an explanation 
‘could be given of the unequal rise. The 
pipes were sunk and penetrated a 
gravel bed to make an easier exit for 
the water in the saturated mass than 
was afforded by its penetrating the 
gravel itself: and the elevation of the 
water in the saturated mass geve it 
the head to rise in the pipes. The rise 
in the one pipe to @ higher point than 
in the other is because that pipe pene- 


trated to @& greater depth, and reaches | 


the channels of water supplied from 
higher levels, perhaps; at any rates, said 
the witness, the saturated plane is 
higher on that side. 


Upon cross-examination all of these. 


points were again gone over by the 
witness, and exceptions to the general 
rule, if any such existed, were stated, 
as well as answers given to hypotheti- 


cal questions covering the points tin 
dispute. 


DOESN'T BLOW OVER. 


Warrant tasued for Jesse Raine for 
Sheeting at Cars. 

A warrant was issued yesterday for 
the arrest of Jesse C. Raines, the spor- 
tive clubman who tried to hold up an 
electric car at Westlake Park a few 
nights ago just for fun. Raines has not 
been arrested for the very good rea- 
son that a Coristable could not find 
him. He has not been seen at his real 
estate office, No. 244 South Broadway, 
for the last two days. 

The complaint was issued at the in- 

stance of Conductor A. V. Jordan, and 
Raines is charged with an assault with 
a deadly weapon. Jordan was in charge 
of the electric car at Westlake Park 
Wednesday night at 10 o’clok, when 
Raines ran out and fired five -iiots at 
the car just to attract the conductor's 
attention. One of the bullets went 
through a skylight in the car and an- 
other of the missiles whizzed by in un- 
comfortable proximity to passengers 
on the platform. 
_ Raines, who was suffering from the 
effects of a late supper where cham- 
pagne corks popped, tried the same ex- 
periment with the next car. He snapped 
his revolver at the conductor, but all 
the bullets in the weapon had already 
been sped on their way. When it was 
seen that he was really harmless and 
only playing bad man, he was bundled 
upon the car and taken up town to his 
club, where he was put in cold storage 
for the rest of the night. 

When the police went to the club to 
arrest Raines, the railroad employés 
identified him all right, but had sud- 
denly and mysteriously changed their 
minds about the case, and declared 
that they had no charges to. make 
against the man. The patrol wagon 
returned empty, and then the driver 
suffered a mysterious loss of memory. 
He declared that the wagon had not 
been down to the club at all, that 
there was no such case, and that he 
didn’t know a thing about it. When 
cornered, he finally remembered that 
the wagon had been called down to 
Spring street, but he gaid nobody was 
found there. Every.body connected 
with the case seemed to be afflicted 
with the same complaint. Possibly the 
strenuous efforts of members of the 
club to suppress the facts had noth- 
ing to do with the lapses of memory 
noted. 

Raines evidently has taken the ad- 
vice of his friends to “lose himself” 
until the affair blows over, but as the 
railway managers see nothing funny in 
the bombardment of their cars by 
dee fools who carry guns, the 

ng over process is likel 
prolonged indefinitely. 


THROWN OUT OF COURT. 


Summary Disposal of a Suit Against 
the City. 

An important suit against the city 
was decided by Judge Allen on Thurs- 
day in the city’s favor. 

In November, 1895, Mrs. Jessie W. 
Park sued the city for $30,000 dam- 
ages, alleged to have been caused by 
the opening of First street, west of 
Hill. Mrs. Park was the owner of 
Highland Villa, and when the heavy 
cut was made, the house was left so 
far above the street grade as to be 
practically valueless. E. A. Meserve 
was Mrs. Park’s attorney. 

When the case was called Thursday 
morning City Attorney Dunn informed 
Judge Allen that the plaintiff had 
failed to make any demand upon the 
city befdre bringing suit. Such an 
omission, he pointed out, was fatal to 
the suit. Mr.’ Dunn also called atten- 
tion to the fact that the statute of 
limitations had run against the claim, 
so that no new action could be brought. 

Judge Allen congidered the motion 
to dismiss well fou , and the plain- 
tiff was accordingly thrown out of 
court. 

Mr. Meserve will have the somewhat 
unpleasant task of explaining to his 
client why that original demand for 
damages was not made. 

This:-is the last of the suits growing 
out of the First street cut. The Shep- 
herd suit for $50,000 damages was won 
by City Attorney Dunn last year.

This resolution was proclaimed such 
by the President, on September 14, 1888. 
The War Department had been advised 
by the Interior Department that the | 
land embraced within it, having been 
reserved by Mexican authority, became 
by cession from Mexico, anter the 
treaty of Guadalupe-Hidalgo, a public 
reservation of the United States; and 
that it wage not subdjegt to survey ard 
disposal as public land. 

Within this reservation and near the 
beach is a lot of 100 varas square, “ hich 
was granted by the Spanish or Meri. an 
government to the old San ‘iabriel 
Mission; and the mission title to this 
lot finally passed to J. Temple end D. 
W. Alexander. 

The line of railroad of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company . extends 
across the reservation near the shore 
and through the “Alexander and Tem- 
ple lot,” and the railroad company 
claimsa right-of-way 200 feet wide across 
the reservation on ground that the 
railroad company's survey across the 
property was made February. 22, 1858, 


and the railroad completed May 5, 1848, [ 


while it was “unsurveyed land of the 
United States,” more than four months 
prior to its reservation for military 
purposes; and that the railroad com- 
pany, being in possession of the lot 


100 varas square under private title, | 


and that lot being within the exterior 
boundaries of the reservation, are en- 
titled to a right-of-way ‘of. necessity” 
through the reservation. ; 

The Secretary of the Interior, In a 
report to the War Department, says: 

“It appears further that when the 
tract was surveyed by the War Depart- 
ment in 1888, preparatory to the estab- 
lishment of the military reserve, the - 
railroad had not been constructed, for 
it is not shown on the map of the re- 
serve nor indicated in the fleld notes. 
Therefore, at the time when the rail- 
road was constructed the tract was, 
by Executive order, a military reserve.” 

These assertions Mr. Huntington con- 
troverts. 

Commissioner Henmann of the Gen- 
eral Land Office, in a letter to the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, says: 

“In the above office letter it was 
stated that “the records of this office 
fail to show any authority for the con- 
struction of the railroad across the re- 
Mr. Huntington claims that 
the company is rightfully in possession 
of such right-of-way by virtue of its 
possession of a portion of a lot of land 
100 yards square within the limits of 
the reservation, and under authority of 
the Railroad Right-of-way Act of 
March 3, 1875." 

“The company claims that after the 
acceptance of its articles of incorpora- 
tion and proofs of organization by the 
department on July 3, 1886, it was en- 
titled under the provisions of the act 
of 1875 to construct its road across un- 
surveyed land of the United States. 
But the said act of 1875 expressly ex- 
cepts from its—eperation ‘any lands 
within the linfits of any military, park 
or Indian reservation, or other lands 
specially reserved from sale.’ The tract 
in question was used from the earliest 
period of the settlement of the country 
for government purposes. In 1846 the 
claimants of the Rancho Los Palos 
Verdes petitioned the Mexican Gover- 
nor of California, representing that 
nineteen years previously the place had 
provisionally coneeded to them, 

and asking for confirmation of their 
grant. The grant was confirmed to the 
petitioners by the Governor in the 

eame year, and there was an express 
exception of a tract on the beach of 

San Pedro 500 varas square.

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“This reservation is @ part of a») States military or naval forces except 


beaufiful plateau of level land fronting 
on the bay, with a bluff bank abou: 
forty feet high, and commanding a 
very extensive and fine view of the 
bay and of the mainiand north and 
eastward. About one-fourth of a mile 
west of. the reservation the plateau 
swells igreduaily into a high range 
of smooth hilis, commanding still 
more @ntenmye view of the bay and 
the @ an urrouding country. The 
harbor consists of an anchorage for 
‘arge vessels lying southeast, south, 
and southwest of Deadman's Island, 
and an inner harbor lying north of 
Deadman's Island, inclosed between 
two lines of jetties, the first running 
out from the point near the end of the 
railroad (see the sketch hereto at- 
tached) to a point within about 800 
feet of Deadman’s, and the second ex- 
tending from Deadman’'s northward to 
the mainiand. Between them enter 
the waters of the San Gabriel River— 
that is, when they are not entirely ab- 
serbed by ‘the sands before reaching 
the bay. A reef underlies ‘the jetty 
from the railroad point to the island, 
but the part between the chord of the 
Jetty and the island has been blasted 
out so as to give a depth of about six- 
teen feet over the reef at average tide. 

“The anchorage outside has an area 
of several square miles, with a depth 
of from thirty to fifty feet. This an- 
chorage is well protected from the west, 
north and east winds, but is exposed 
to the south and southeast winds, so as 
to make it unsafe during strong gales 
from those directions. I understand 
Several wrecks have occurred from 
this cause during the last year. By 
running a breakwater out from a point 
south of this reservation eastward for 
about one and one-half miles, a large 
and safe anchorage tor the largest ves- 
sels could be secured, and one which 
would be easy and safe of entrance to 
vessels exposed to dangerous storms on 
this part of the coast. It would, how- 
ever, be expensive to construct such a 
breakwater, as I understand the water 
is from forty to fifty feet deep. But, in 
view of the fact that there are no safe 
natural harbors on this coast between 
San Diego and San Francisco, the time 
can not be very distant when it will 
become necessary for the government 
to construct artificial harbors of refuge 
for the growing commerce ofthe 
coast, regardless of expense. When 
that time comes the bay of San Pedro 
will have claims to consideration which 
cannot be overlooked. 1 have made 
these suggestions as hearing upon the 
prospective, if not the present, value 
of this reservation to the government, 
as, should such improvements be made, 
they will add largely to the value of 
this land, as it fronts directly upon the 
anchorage which would then become 
the main harbor. The government has 
already, I am informed, expended more 
than $500,000 in the construction of the 
jetties referred to, and there is yet an 
unexpended appropriation of $175,000 
for dredging the inner harbor. 


“Another consideration bearing upon 
the prospective value of this reServa- 
tion to the government is suggested by 
the question of military defense of the 
harbor. A glance at the sketch ts sufti- 
cient to show the importance of ths 
land in connection with Deadman’s Isl- 
and as the site of future defensive 
works. As a site for barracks or of 
depot for military or naval supplies or 
for military or naval hospitals- this 
land is admirably adapted. It has a 
beautiful location, an unsurpassed 
climatic and sanitary conditions, and 
is accessible by land‘or sea to the 
whole western coast.” 

Mr. Pickett obtained statements in 
regard to the land from many old resi- 
dents, which he condenses as follows:

FRUIT AND FROST. The Chicago | 
Times-Herald of March 18 published: 
a dispatch from San Francisco, in 
which An.alarming description was 


given of the damage that has been 
caused to the California fruit crop 
by frost. Following are those portions 


of the dispatch relating to Southern 
California: 

“In Southern California it was the 
heaviest frost of the season and great

damage was done in the lowlands. 
Reports from Gardena, Vernon 
other districts, where vegetables” are. 


grown, say the damage was very heavy. 

There was a thick formation of ice in

“Last night there was another freeze. 
A dispatch from San Bernardino says 
the thermometer went to 26 deg. above 
zero. All early fruits on the lowlands 
in that section were 
Highland and in the eastern part of'the 
valley, where fruit trees bloom early, 
the crop will be a total failure. As 
in other sections the apricots, peaches 
and almonds suffered most. 

“Oranges have been injured, too, but 
the loss to the citrus-fruit growers is 
comparatively slight, as a great por- 
tion of the fruit has been harvested. 


Fur- 
ther damage is feared tonight, and 
frost signals are fiying all

State. 
“A dispatch from Los Angeles tonight 
eays the vrange orchards around Riv- 
erside have suffered severely from 
frost.. The fruit on Colton Terrace, 
around Moreno, Alessandro and Per- 
ris, is.a total loss. The damaged sec- 
tion represents one-fifth of the oranges 
in- Seuthern California. Lemons have 
suffered more than oranges. The total 
loss of oranges is placed at 4000 car- 
loads.”

The facts in regard to 
frost damage have been fully pub- 
lished in The Times. There is little 
doubt that in the central and northern 
part of the State the damage to apri- 
cots and other early fruit has been 
serious; in some cases amounting to a 
total destruction of the crop over a 
considerable area. Here in Southern 
California, the loss has been much less, 
and is chiefly confined to the apricot 
crop, and to those orchards which 
have been planted in low and exposed 
localities. It is too early yet to esti- 
mate the extent of the damage done 
with anything like accuracy.

“As a result of the damage to the 
irees and green fruit there will be few 
lemons shipped during June and July. 
The loss to lemons will raise the total

citrue-fruit growers to more than 
00,000, Without assuming to give an 
ex@et estimate, it is believed to be a 
conservative statement that one-third 
of the fruit of Southern California is 
more or less affected. 

“Accurate reports show that the fruit 
in lowland orchards around Riverside 
ie a total loss. The crops at Moreno, 
Alessandro and Perris are ruined. At 
Vineland, this county, and also at Irv- 
ingdale, the fruit is all frezen. Other 
sections escaped with only partial dam- 
age, or none at all.” 

This dispatch purporta to come from 
Los Angeles, but how any sare resident 
of this section could send such an ut- 
terly misleading dispatch is beyond 
comprehension. 

The frosts of March did practically 
no damage to citrus fruits in Southern 
California. Such damage as was done 
was done hy frosts in December and 
January, and the total damage by those 
frosts did not amount to more than 
20 per cent of a crop of 12,000 carloads, 
or say, a total loss of $750,000 to the 
growers, as compared with the $2,250,- 
000 mentioned by this Munchausen. 

The Times-Herald has been badly de- 
ceived, and it would be only right for 
it to publish a retraction.

Bradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK. March 25.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say the favorable features of the 
week in distributive trade have been the re- 
ports coming, with few exceptions, from all 
parts of the West and Northwest, and marred 
only by the checks to business and shipments 
caused by heavy rains and high water in 
the Ohio Volley. The unsettled cond'tion of 
our relations with Spain is credited with ex- 
ercising some effect upon immediate demands, 
and upon future undertakings in the eastern 
portion of the country. But the two tn- 
dustt'es, cotton and woolen, most complain- 
ing, are those in which conditions other than 
foreign complications have for some time past 
been working tcward depression. The coarse 
cotton goods situation docs not improve in any 
way, and declines in print cloths to a still 
lower record quotation, rendering increasingly 
imminent action by manufacturers toward 
curtailing production in this line. While some 
woolen-goods mills have already booked good 
orders, the business as a whole has not been 
up to anticipations. Raw wool, however, does 
not reflect the rather unsatisfactory condl- 
tion in the manufactured preduct in lower 
quotations. The ccndition of the iron and 
steel trade is one which excited satisfaction 
and almost surprise. From a number of 
widely-separated sections the report comes 
of unprecedented activity in nearly | all 
branches of the trade. Pig iron is higher at 
several markets, and efforts toward harmon- 
izing production elements in crude and man- 
ufactured products are being assiduously 
pushed. Modern Steel plants are reported 
rushed With orders, and consumers’ demands 
more than keen up with the deliveries. West- 
ern steel men are reported buying billets in 
the East, while eastern shipbuilders are buy- 
ing steel plates in the West. The price situa- 
tion this week is notable in showing decreases 
more numerous than for some time past. This, 
of course includes many lines in wifich 
speculation plays a marked part. The pasting 
of the cold wave, with little or no report 


with the forward movement of agricultural 
matters and the anticipated high acreage in 


depressing influence manifested in cereals this 
week. Aiding this, of course, is the discour- 
agement of speculation by the strong 
statistical position of the immense wheat sup- 
plies and the uncertainty as to our political 
relation. The positicn of the flour trade is 
unsatisfactory for several reasons, Business 
is reported as dragging, afd production may 
be restricted. Flour and corn exports are 
larger this week. but those of wheat are 
smaller.

PRESIDENT RIPLEY OF THE SANTA 
FE WON'T TALK POOLS. 


A Consignment of Deadly Pillules 
Received at Ballast Point—Mor- 
tar Battery at Point Loma—Death 
of Judge D. B. Kartz, 


SAN DIEGO, March 25.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Judge Daniel’ Brower Kurtz of 
San Luis Rey died yesterday At the age of 
79. He was one of the oldest and best-known 
residents cf the county. A native of Pennsyl- 
vania, he came around the Horn-in June, 185°, 
larding at San Diego and beginning the study 
of law at Old Town under J. R. Mitchell. He 
was admitted to practice in 1852. He was 
elected Mayor of San Diego in 1851, succeeding 
Gen. Beam. 1852 he was elected State Senator 
and served several terms. In 1855 he served as 
county Judge, and in 1855 went to. the Legisla- 
ture. The following year he retired and lived 
quietly with his family at San Luis Rey, oc- 
casionally serving his county in political con- 
ventions or as justice of the peace. 

As a Mason Judge Kurta. was especially 
honored in San Diego, being next to the 
oldest Master of San Diego Lodge, No. 35. 
He was exceeded in point of years only by 
Don Felipe Crosthwaite, who is still a resident 
of San Diego, hale and hearty. Judge Kurtz 
served as Master of San Diego lodge during 
the years 1857, 1859, 1862, 1863, 1865, 1866, 1867, 
1868 and 1869. . 

The body was brought down from Oceanside 
by W. J. Perrin, present Master of San Diego 
lodge, and a Masonic funeral wil be held to- 
morrow at 1:30, when all the honors of the 
fraternity will be given to the memory of the 
deceased. 

PELLETS FOR SPAIN. 

A big consignment of powder and pro- 
jectiles has been received for the Ballast 
Pcint fortifications. The projectiles for the 
10-inch rifles weigh 575 pounds each, and are 
capable of piercing twelve inches of armor 
at 2000 yards. Each shot is packed in a box 
by itself. The powder for each charge weighs 
250 pounds. The total cost of each shot is 
$700. The packing of the ammunition is done 
with the greatest care, so that there will be 
no trouble in case of a railroad accident. 

The cars containing the shipment came from 
the government stores at Watertown, N. Y., 
and were fourteen days on the road. In time 
of war the stuff would have the right-of-way, 
and would arrive in half the time. 

It was reported yesterday that the govern- 
ment engineers had received orders to pre- 
pare immediately for the placing of the first 
mortar battery on Point ma. This action 
is necessary to ward off the approach of hos- 
tile vessels from the seaward side of Point 
Loma. They are out of range of the Ballast 
Point guns there, and could shell the city 
over the back of Point Loma. But with the 
mortar battery on the point, ships would 
probably keep at a respectful distance. 

The mortar battery will consist of sixteen 
mortars,. each twelve inches in diameter, 
throwing a solid shot weighing 1000 pounds, or 
apn explosive shell, as desired. They are to 
crown the heights of Point Loma, well above 
an enemy’s fire. Ultimately a 19 and 8-inch 
gun are to be placed on the Point to reach 
vessels at long range.

SAN DIEGO, March 25.—[Associated Press 
Dispatch-] News is just received of an acti- 
dent to the brake beam of a heavy wagon, 
on the road between the Real del Castillo 
and Jacalitos mining districts, Lower Califor- 
nia, Wednesday afternoon, ‘which resulted in 
two fatalities.

HOTEL DEL CORONADO, March 25.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] One of the most novel 
{incidents of the life here took place today, 
when a large party of ladies and gentlemen, 
horseback, on wheels and in tally-hos, fol- 
lowed a pack of thirty hounds down the island 
and onto the isthmus toward the Mexican 
line. Three wolves had been frequently seen 
in the deserted strip of country between the 
bay and ocean, and on one or two occasions 
ran alongside the train, apparently enjoying 
a race against steam.
